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PREFATORY NOTE 

This index undertakes to deal only with the printed reports of administrative 
officers, legislative committees, and special commissions of the states and with gov- 
ernors' messages for the period since 1792. It does not refer to constitutions, laws, 
legislative proceedings or court decisions, except in so far as they happen to be found 
in the class of documents above mentioned. It attempts, on the other hand, to furnish 
a list, as complete as possible, of all the documents and messages which faU within its 
scope, in whatever form they may have been published, whether separately, in collected 
documents, legislative journals or volumes of laws, and to indicate the volume in which 
they may be found. In general, unless otherwise shown, the material indexed is in the 
New York Public Library. In addition to furnishing a list of reports and messages, the 
index undertakes to supply a reference by volume and page to all material of economic 
importance which they contain, with the exception of that contained in the reports of 
bureaus of labor. The reason for this exception is that these reports have already been 
indexed by the late Carroll D. Wright, then United States Commissioner of Labor,* in a 
volume published by his department in 1902. 

Although the index is confined to matter of economic bearing, the term * * economic ^ ^ 
has been given a broad interpretation. In view of this liberal interpretation it is believed 
that the index wiU constitute a useful addition to the resources of students of almost 
any aspect of American history. 

It wiU be seen that the present index differs both in scope and character from 
R. R. Bowker's ** State Publications, '' the valfiable pioneer work in this field. It is 
narrower in scope than ** State Publications,^' which aims to present a list not only of 
rei)orts and governors' messages but of all state documents; but in the field which the 
present work covers it contains not only a more complete list of documents than has 
hitherto been published but also an index of their contents in So far as these have an 
economic bearing. 

The arrangement is alphabetical by topics. The references under each topic are 
divided into two groups, viz., ** serial '' and ** non-serial.'' Within each of these 
divisions the arrangement is chronological. Numerous cross-references will, it is hoped, 
make it possible to discover with little difficulty all the material bearing on a topic. It 
is to be remarked that the division of serial reports into more than one series occurs 
whenever there is a change in title, in the authority making the report or in frequency 
of issue. It will be seen that this division is not an arbitrary one. It is made in the 
belief that the reason for it can be more clearly shown in this way than by a narrative 
explanation.

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4 PREFATORY NOTE 

Uniform entry words for subjects recurring in different states will be retained 
throughout the series. It will thus be possible to make a study not only of the historical 
development of an economic subject as reflected in the documents of an individual state 
but also to make a comparative study of that development as it has taken place in the 
country at large. To accomplish this purpose it has been necessary to make the selec- 
tion of entry words without reference to the peculiarities of local usage, such peculi- 
arities being recognized in the case of each state by cross-references. The abbreviations 
employed are believed to be sufficiently obvious to make a table of them unnecessary. 
Unless otherwise stated the size of the books is octavo. 

A feature introduced in the New York part of this index, and not employed in 
the preceding parts (i. e. Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont), is the system of ref- 
erences from locality. This feature has been made a part of the succeeding issues. 

The regrettable fact must be recorded that it has not been possible to collate a con- 
tinuous file of Kentucky Journals and Documents. The index for Kentucky is the first 
in this series of indexes, which it is necessary to issue with unfortunate lacunaa in the 
** Collected Documents '' set. Every reasonable effort was made to discover these miss- 
ing Journals and Documents. The many destructive fires in Frankfort probably ac- 
count, in a large measure, for the disappearance of these volumes. It seems hardly 
probable, however, that every copy of a Journal could have been destroyed, and it is 
hoped that, as has happened with other " lost '^ books, a copy or copies of these Jour- 
nals will yet be found by someone more successful than the present compiler. 

It was thought best not to assign serial nimibers to the Collected Documents, until 
all the journals and documents shall have been recorded. 

Such of the Kentucky departmental reports as are not owned by the New York 
Public Library were indexed by the compiler, or an assistant, in the field. This necessi- 
tated the examination of at least four libraries in Washington, one in Frankfort, two 
in Lexington, one in Louisville and two in Boston. When, upon the resulting material 
having been assembled, any doubt as to the reliability of any portion of it manifested 
itself to the compiler, and verification was not feasible, this doubt has been indicated by 
the insertion of an interrogation mark. 

The present volume has been preceded by eight similar volumes, devoted to the 
states of Maiae, New Hampshire, Vermont, New York, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, 
California, and Illinois, respectively. It will be followed by others, each devoted to a 
single state. The work when completed will, therefore, furnish an index to the eco- 
nomic material in the reports and governors ' messages of all the states of the Union. 

In the preparation of this volume the collection of the New York Public Library 
has been used as a basis. The collections of the Library of Congress, the Kentucky 
State Library, the Lexington Public Library, the Library of Kentucky University, Col. 
Durrett's Library in Louisville, the Massachusetts State Library, the Boston Public 
Library, the Kentucky collections in the Bureau of Education, the Surgeon Gtenerars 
Office, and the Geological Survey have also been examined. Acknowledgment is made 
for courtesies extended by each of these institutions in the course of the compilation of 
the present volume.

COLLECn^BD DOCUMENTS 

It has not been possible to describe all the Journals and Reports 
of Kentucky. It was known that some of them were uncommon 
and a special effort was made to locate copies. Not meeting 
with success it was necessary to send the volume to press with 
several unfortunate lacunie. 

If copies of these missing Journals are found in the future it vfIII 
not be in any one of the large libraries of Kentucky. These have 
been examined as well as the large eastern libraries. 

Taken as a whole the collections of the Kentucky State Library 
and of the Library of Congress are the best for working purposes. 
That of the Massachusetts State Library is next In rank. The 
Library of Col. Durrett in Louisville is richer in early Journals 
than the Kentucky State Library. 

Owing to the peculiar lettering of some of the Documents of the 
etirhties and nineties, collectors mav sometimes be embarrassed in 
filling up sets. It is hoped that the collation for these years as 
slven below, is exact. Every reasonable effort was made to make 
it so. Because, however, of experience with the eluslTeness of some 
of these volumes, absolute accuracy is not claimed for the collation.

Unfortniiately It has not been possible to locate a file 
of these bulletins. No collation Is consequently 
attempted. The earliest crop bulletins of which 
a record has been found are those for 1878, April 
1, July 1, and Oct. 1, resp. These three buUeUns 
are reprinted in the second rept of the bureau of 
a^rrlc., hortic and statistics, 1870, pp. 2S3-26S. It 
is believed that these bulletins are the first crop 
bulletins printed in Kentucky, and that, in all

It 
will be noted that, throughout the main chrono- 
logical arrangement under Debt, certain first words, 
as Interest, Bonds, etc., recur. By following any 
one of these words, the reader is, in a general 
way, guided to certain specific debt material.

The chronological division employed In the following 
groups has been made with the idea of bringing out 
the main distinguishing features in the history of 
the school fund. The early period is that of special 
legislation, the second period that of conflict with 
the sinking fund commissioners owing to the diver- 
sion by the latter, of part of the surplus revenue 
received from Congress ; the third period represents 
the history of the school fund as governed by the 
organic law of the Commonwealth. 

School Fund (first period) 

1798-1837 

During these years a school fund, as such, did not 
exist. Provision had been made for the mainte- 
nance of schools by means of land grants and from 
the profits arising from the Bank of the Common- 
wealth resp. For the former provision two acts 
had been passed, viz., Peb. 10, 1708, " Act for the 
endowment of certain seminaries of learning, and 
for other purposes,** and Dec 21, 1806, providing 
** that the several county courts of counties In 
which Academies have not been established, or for 
the benefit of which no appm. of land has been 
made, shall be, and are hereby, authorised to have 
located, surveyed, and patented, of any vacant 
lands in this Commonwealth, 6000 acres, for the 
use of such school as may be hereafter established 
within either of said counties, under the like rules 
and regulations as are prescribed by the act ap- 
proved Feb. 10, 1798.** 

Under the act of 1798 county courts of a number of 
counties had been enabled to locate each 6000 
acres of vacant land, for the establishment and 
support of a County Academy, title thereto beinsr 
vested in the Trustees of the Academy resp. All 
these lands were exempt from taxation as long 
as they should be held and used for school pur- 
poses. Thirty thousand acres were donated to 
common schools under this act Subsequently to 
• the passage of the act of 1798 and before the 
passage of the act of 1805, 114,000 acres were do- 
nated to other seminaries. The results of these 
donations seem to have been inappreciable. In the 
words of the supt. of public instruction (ann. rent. 
1850:9). "In a few Instances, from the scarcity 
of good lands, no profitable locations were ever

made; but In most others, through the negligence 
of Trustees, and the arts of specmatorst nearly the 
whole original endowment was sunk, and with it, 
for many Tears, the success of anything like a 
common school system.** The supt. of public in- 
struction in ISll (ann. rept 1870/1:100-101) 
is more severely condemnatory in his comment on 
the breakdown of these early provisions. 
A later attempt to secure a foundation for the com- 
mon school system was inaugurated by the act of 
Dec 18, 1821, " Act to establish a Literary Fund, 
and for other purposes.'* This act provided that 
one-half of the clear profits arising from the 
operations of the Bank of the Commonwealth be 
set apart as a fund to be known as the Literary 
Fund, for the establishment of a system of genoral 
education to be distributed in Just proportion to 
all the counties of the state. The act further 
provided that one-half the clear profits arising 
from the branch banks at Lexington, Danville, and 
Bowling Green be donated resp. to Transylvania 
Universll^, Centre College, and the Southern Col- 
lege of Ky.

fund. Embarked in a costly system of internal 
improvements the state had exhausted her treasury 
and In order to preserve her credit drew again and 
again upon the resources of the school fund. 
Less than a year after the distribution of the 
surplus revenue, viz., on Feb. 23, 1837, Ky. passed 
an act to invest in profitable stocks the surplus 
revenue of the U. S. This act dedicated only one 
million of the amt. received for the intended 
object, popular education. Under an act of Feb. 
16, 1838, the fund was reduced from $1,000,000 to 
$850,000. For this latter sum bonds were caused 
to be issued to the Board of Education, a corpora- 
tion created by act of the General Assembly. Two 
years later, in 1840, a deficit occurring in the 
amount necessary to pay the interest on the state's 
internal improvement bonds, the commissioners of 
the sinking fund suspended the payment of the 
interest upon the bonds held by the Board of 
Education. From this time dates the conflict 
between the Board of Elducation and the Com- 
miflsioners of the sinking fund, which was only 
quieted by the issue, in 1848, of a new bond for 
all arrears of interest due the school fund. A 
sketch of the conflict from 1840 to 1848 Is given
